BIRD AGAIN 


O hi o Legislatu re Over- 
Rides Lau sche Veto 
On Prop osal

COLUMBUS, Ju ly 30—(A P)— 
"Bob W hite” 
is a 
game 
bird 
again. 
For 3 6 years he has whistled 
over the Ohio landscap e, billed as 
a song bird—and as su ch p rotect­ 
ed from hu nters’ gu ns. 
Bu t the Ohio legislatu re yester­ 
day p u t him back into the class 
with the p heasant and the grou se. 
The legislatu re over-rode Gov. 
Frank J . La u se he’s veto of the 
qu ail bill and voted it into law. 
Qu ail, however, still are safe 
from hu nters. 
The legislation 
p rovides that the conservation 
division shall p rop agate the bird 
for 10 years and du ring that p e­ 
riod it can not be shot. 
Ano ther legislature will hav e 
to pass ano ther law befo re the 
succulent meat o f Ohio quail can 
grace dinner tables. 
Gov. Lau sche, who p ersonally 
abhors the shooting of any wild 
life, vetoed the bill on the grou nd 
it was designed to p erm it eventu ­ 
ally the shooting of qu ail. 
Besides, the governor informed 
the legislatu re, the conservation 
division can p rop agate qu ail w ith­ 
ou t p ermission from the general 
assembly. 
Senator Clingan Jack son (D- 
Mahoning) 
su bm itted 
the gov­ 
ernor’s argu ments in ap p ealing 
to the senate to su stain Lau sche* 
action. 
Bu t, Senator William H. Ded- 
dens (R-Cincinnati) rep lied, the 
governor was in error; the law 
sp ecifically forbids p ossession of 
song birds for p rop agation or any 
other p u rp ose. 
He declared it wou ld be u n­ 
fair to hu nters to u se their license 
fees for increasing the qu ail p op ­ 
u lation when they had no'assu r­ 
ance they ever cou ld hu nt the 
bird. 
The hou se vote in overriding 
the governor’s 
veto 
was 9 7-22; 
the senate vote, 21-6. Eighty-one 
votes were needed in the hou se, 
20 in the senate. 
L ieu t 
Gov. 
George D. Nye, 
who help ed p u sh the qu ail bill 
throu gh the legislatu re originally 
and then fou ght to over-ride the 
governor’s veto, called on Sena­ 
tor Jack son to arise after the 
senate vote was annou nced. 
"It is the sentence of the sen­ 
ate that you have you r tail featn- 
ers shot off,” Nye lau ghed. 
Thereu p on the lieu tenant gov­ 
ernor p rodu ced a toy p op gu n 
and fired it a Senator Jack son. 
The legislatu re classified the 
qu ail as a song bird, not to be 
shot, in 19 13 at the requ est of 
bird lovers. 
Au thors of the new law were 
Rep s. Lowell Fess (R-Grenee), 
L. P. Mooney (R-Hock ing) and 
Gu y C. Hiner (R-Stark ). 


Overtaxed storm sewers p op p ­ 
ed manhole covers in the low- 
lying indu strial district.

The federal w eather bu ­ 
reau at Chicago did not exp ect 
mu ch of t*he cool air to drift into 
the hot sou thern states. 
Ho t in East To day 
And it look ed lik e another day 
of hot w eather for most of the 
eastern 
states, 
extending 
the 
heat wave to two week s in some 
areas. W ith the arrival of the 
welcome cool air, it was a p leas­ 
ant midsu mmer day in the cen­ 
tral p lains, the u p p er Mississip p i 
valley and the u p p er G reat Lak es 
region. No 9 0-degree tem eratu res 
were in p rosp ect and there was a 
sharp redu ction in hu midity. The 
torrid eastern states can exp ect 
sim ilar p leasant w eather tonight 
and tomorrow, federal forecasters 
said. 
The mercu ry was in the u p p er 
60’s in Chicago early today after 
a week of hot and hu mid weather. 
The death toll in . the eastern

FRANKFURT, Germany, Ju ly 
30 — (A P )— The United States 
joint chiefs of staff arrived here 
today in President Tru m an’s p er­ 
sonal p lane to begin 
10 days of 
conferences with western Eu ro­ 
p ean m ilitary chiefs and to su r­ 
vey American forces in Eu rop e. 
The three top U.S. m ilitary com­ 
manders were greeted at Frank ­ 
fu rt’s 
Rhein-Main 
airbase 
by 
American 
M ilitary 
Governor 
John J. *Mc Cloy and American 
m ilitary chiefs in Germany. 
Adm. Lou is Denfield, chief of 
naval op erations, said he and 
Gen. Omar Bradley, U.S. chief of 
staff, and Gen. Hoyt Vandenberg, 
Air forces commander, wou ld talk 
over m ilitary p roblems with w est­ 
ern Eu rop ean leaders. 
"We will talk with the chiefs 
of staff of the Atlantic p act na­ 
tions du ring ou r 10-day stay in 
Eu rop e,” Denfield told newsmen. 
"We are not going to talk abou t 
m ilitary aid.” 
A p p arently Admiral Denfield, 
in saying the talk s wou ld not 
deal w ith m ilitary aid, was re ­ 
ferring to sp ecific discu ssion of 
the m ilitary aid p rogram which 
is now being debated in congress. 
General 
Vandenberg 
said 
“there will be an exchange of 
ideas with the Eu rop ean m ilitary 
leaders.” 
G eneral Bradley said the joint 
chiefs will confer in Paris w ith 
Field M arshal Lord Montgomery, 
chief of the W estern u nion (B rit­ 
ain, France, Belgiu m, Holland 
and Lu xem bou rg) staff.

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Girs Legislators a Choice 
Secretary of State Acheson bears down hard 
in his testimony favoring the arms aid bill on a 
point almost alway s made ia requests for public 
money —that the amount named is the absolute 
aunimum for doing the job. 
But he names no 
absolute maximum. * 
Opposition in congress to the arms aid bill 
seems lik ely to jell on the claim that the govern­ 
ment is ask ing too much; that it should be satis­ 
fied with considerably less than the $1,450,000,000 
requested. This mak es sense to taxpay ers who 
must furnish the money . In their arithmetic, 
there’s no such thing as an absolute minimum. 
They are familiar with the custom of ask ­ 
ing for the maximum, when public money is in­ 
volved. 
Every department of the government 
mak es a practice of it. The only money handlers 
m the United States who invariably claim they 
need more than they have are the handlers of 
public money . Taxpay ers resent it. 
This is the handicap Secretary Acheson bears 
when he say s that $1,450,000,000 is a minimum 
figure. Millions of taxpay ers who thought a y ear 
ago or two y ears ago that their incomes couldn't 
be cut—that they already were pared to the mini­ 
mum—are now in the process of doing some more 
paring. Their minimum income is relative. 
Just as a warm - weather suggestion, why 
wouldn’t it be a good for public officials request­ 
ing appropriations to name a minimum figure 
and a maximum figure? Then legislators could 
mak e a choice. 
In the case of arms aid, 
the minimum might be half a billion for the 
first y ear. The maximum might be the billion 
and a-half named in the arms-aid bill. Congress 
might split the difference and appropriate a bill­ 
ion, which at least would have the merit of leav­ 
ing a better taste in the taxpay er’s mouth.

Something New For ihe Court 
Tom C. Clark , as an associate justice of the 
United States Supreme court, will be the first 
Texan to serve on the highest bench. Along with 
whatever other good politics that may have gone 
into President Truman’s appointment, the empire 
of Texas will be tick led pink . It’s the biggest 
boost for Lone Star prestige since Texans turned 
the tide of victory in World War II. 
It’s still significant when any one who doesn’t 
think of himself as an old-timer in eastern law 
practice gets a Supreme court appointment. Until 
the Gay Nineties, no state as far as west as Iowa 
had placed an honored son on the high bench. As­ 
sociate Justice Douglas, who sometimes think s 
of himself as a far westerner (Washington) is 
ty pical of the legal profession's concentration in 
eastern practice; he is listed from Connecticut, for 
legal purposes. 
Tom Clark , on the other hand, is a pure repre­ 
sentative of the open spaces. Insofar as geography 
has a great deal to do with the way a man look s 
at a country as big as the United States, he will 
be lik ely to look at it with a Texas squint when 
he puts on judicial robes. And it’s not lik ely he 
will be in awe of the weight of legal opinion that 
has stemmed in the past from the complicated 
societies in New York , Pennsy lvania, Massachu­ 
setts. Virginia, which already have had more rep­ 
resentatives on the Supreme court than Texas is 
lik ely to have when another 100 y ears have passed. 
As Mr. Clark vacates the attorney generalship, 
he apparently is going to be succeeded in that 
Supreme court springboard by J. Howard McGrath 
of Rhode Island, another easterner. 
But Rhode 
Island never has had a Supreme court appointment 
either, so every body should be satisfied.

Philip Murray ’s nngry outbirst of name-calling 
before the presidential fact-finding commission 
m the steel industry 's labor-management dispute 
is an object lesson in industrial strife. 
Mr. Murray called steel industry leaders "the 
most sanctimonious bunch of professional rack et­ 
eers in this country ,” Though the words were tak ­ 
en out of the record and Mr. Murray apologized for 
them later, they revealed the bitterness in the 
heart of the man who heads United Steelwork ers 
and the C. I. O. 
It goes without say ing that any one who feels 
the way Mr. Murray feels about steel industrial 
leaders is going to find it hard to get along with 
them in a momentious industrial negotiation. And 
it goes without say ing, also, that the bitterness isn’t 
all on one side. The steel leaders are not full of 
admiration for Mr. Murray either. But the ques­ 
tion isn’t who cast the first stone. It’s how to k eep 
them from stoning each other to death. 
Industrial friction in the United States is gen­ 
erated by hard feelings whose origins reach back 
into all the conflicts of the past and are sustained 
by all the wrong think ing of the present. It is a 
condition which challenges the American dream of 
a cooperative rjciety k ept in forward motion by 
mutual recognition of common goals. Mr. Murrav 
and his union followers, and the leaders of the 
steel industry cannot survive in their joint under­ 
tak ings without confidence in each ohter. 
To 
whatever extent they destroy confidence by 
malice, to that extent they hurt themselves and 
the American people.

Other sy mptoms, such as sleep­ 
lessness, loss of weight and poor 
appetite, are common in this con­ 
dition.

The Visit of “Columbus,” 18 30

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To the boys and girls of Salem in 1830 the v isit of Columbus, a full- 


grown, honest-to-goodness elephant, was the thrill sensation of the 


decade. Without adv ance notice, the splendid animal and his train­ 


er appeared one afternoon and put up in the stableyard of an inn. 


Sev eral years prev iously a somewhat mangy lion had been exhibited, 


but he had fallen far short of boyish ideas of what the King of 


Beasts should be. Not so Columbus. Here was An Elephant. In 


order to induce a more leisurely departure as the pair left town a 


few days later, boys strewed apples and other delicacies in the road­

“I think we have unanimo us 
su pport fo r the mo dernized par­ 
ity formu la.” 
Anderson said the new parity 
"formu la already is part of the 
1948 farm act, scheduled to go 
into operation at 
the end o f this 
year, and called the Aiken act 
after Senator 
Aiken (R-Vt). 
A parity price is o ne intended 
to give a farm pro duct the same 
relative purchasing po wer it had 
in a past perio d o f favo rable farm 
incomes. It is used in determining 
go vernment lo ans and purchase« 
of farm pro ducts. 
The new formu la wo uld use a 
►recent 10-year 
perio d — which 
inclu des the prosperou s wart’me 
era — fo r determining parity 
vaiues.
